Introduction 


The Canadian Citizenship Branch has completed its first annual survey 
of research dealing with immigration, citizenship, ethnic groups and inter-ethnic 
relations in Canada, The results of the survey are contained in this bibliography. 


The material assembled in the bibliography was obtained through the 
cooperation of members of universities, government agencies and voluntary organ- 
izations, who-were kind enough to report their research. It is possible, for one 
reason or another, that titles have been omitted. Any information concerning such 
omissions would be most welcome. 


The bibliography is divided into sections, each one of which contains, 
in alphabetical order by author, a list of studies in progress or completed since 
June, 1953. Each section deals with a different discipline, i.e. Anthropology, Econ- 
omics and Political Science, History, etc. 


All contributors were requested to provide abstracts of their studies, 
and wherever possible, these are copied verbatim in the Survey. In a few instances, 
when no abstracts were supplied, these were written by the editor, based on the 
other information found on the forms. 


We wish to thank those who collaborated in this work by providing the 
necessary information, It is our hope that the bibliography will be useful to all those 
who have an interest in research dealing with Canadian immigration, citizenship and 
ethnic groups.

The research is oriented around the problem of adjustment to 
urban and industrial conditions of a non-European people. Specifically, 
empirical data for analysis were obtained from observing a small group 
of some 400 Chippewa Indians. Their reserve now lies, by accident of 
history within the boundaries of the city of Sarnia, Ontario, which has 
become, in the past 15 years, one of Canada's most rapidly growing and 
heavily industrialized cities. The location of a group of Indians in close 
interaction with industrial '' European" society provides an ideal situation 
to study the above problem at first hand. 


The literature on urbanization and industrialization among European 
people is voluminous; among non-European people, virtually non-existent. 


Sociological generalizations of the processes ‘of urbanization and 
industrialization as phases of social change have been derived from the studies 
of European people. These uniformities have not been tested cross-culturally. 
This study hopes to show whether these processes upon which "laws" are 
based are the same or different among non-European people. 


At a theoretical level, then, it is hoped the study contributes to 
our knowledge of the processes involved in the structural change of societies 
from one "type" to another, At a more practical level, it is hoped the analysis 
of the inter-cultural community will provide a greater understanding of adminis- 
trative and educational and citizenship problems.

The thesis is an attempt to show the part played by immigration 
and population growth in the economic development of Canada from 1867 to 
the present, Population growth and immigration have often been treated as 
mere results or reflections of economic development. In this study these two 
factors are shown interacting with other causal factors determining the extent 
and direction of economic development in Canada. The historical analysis is 
set against a background of economic theory demonstrating the interdependence 
of the factors, including population which determine economic development. 


Following an introductory chapter, chapter II presents both classical 
and post-Keynesian models of economic development. The next two chapters 
present the Canadian statistical data on population growth and economic develop- 
ment respectively. In chapter V Canada's post-Confederation economic history 
is reinterpreted in the light of fesedata and of the economic theory presented, 
Chapter VI contains a summary and conclusion. The thesis is at present under 
revision, and chapters IV and V will be altered in form and content.

The information given in this booklet was obtained by interviewing 
a representative sample of the 1, 215 farm operators in two of the census sub- 
divisions in the mixed farming region of Central Alberta. 


The main ways in which farmers usually get farming information may 
be summarized as (1) talking with other rural people, (2) making use of mass 
media (press and radio), (3) observing other farms and (4) attending informative 
meetings. 


These ways of usually getting farming information are not all used 
to the same extent by individual farmers. Many of the relevant characteristics 
associated with respondents who make use of different ways of getting farming 
information have been described, including ethnic background.

"Canada's Response to the International Problem of ' Displaced Persons’ , 
1947 - 1951," 


Unpublished M.A. Thesis, McGill University, April, 1954, pp. 260. 


This study outlines the tragic problem of the 'displaced' after 
World War I. and the international action (particularly the work of the Inter- 
national Refugee Organization) undertaken to alleviate the situation. Emphasis 
is placed upon Canada's role in that organization and upon the degree to which 
Canada met her international obligations in the light of her potential. 


In discussing the Canadian program, what it was and how it was 
implemented during the years 1947-1951, consideration is given to former 
Canadian immigration policies and all factors instrumental in formulating 
the post-war policy, revealing in the process how far government action 
lagged behind expressed public desire in this respect. 


The contention is that while the DP problem itself was one of 
humanitarian essence, the Canadian response, geared as it was to industrial 
demands, remained motivated primarily by national self-interest, serving 
only indirectly the humanitarian cause. 


The idea has not been to describe in great detail all aspects of what 
was actually done but rather to point out that much more could have been done 
and also should have been done much sooner. This is not a conclusion arrived 
at in retrospect; the whole thesis is to prove that government policy was far 
behind the expressed wishes of the majority of thinking people at that time. 
Supporting data are shown to emphasize this fact. 


The study shows that the task undertaken by IRO was a colossal one 
and remained incompleted -- not because it was incapable of solution but rather, 
partly because of the continuing nature of the problem and partly due to the 
anomaly of an international, humanitarian ideal being implemented by national, 
practically-minded member governments who were shackled by the limitations 
of their own selfish regulations.

Dr. Kenneth Bjork is a professor of history at St. Olaf's College, 
Northfield, Minn., and is also active in the Norwegian-American Association.

You probably have seen some of the studies that the Nor- 
wegian-American Association has prqduced in this field. Some years ago he 
was out here and was particularly interested in the Norwegian settlement 
that was established at Bella Coola. At that time we had procured the manu- 
script diary of Ivor Fougner who was one of the leaders of the colony and he 
secured a microfilm copy of our original with the idea that it would be edited 
with an accompanying introduction. I have not heard anything from him for 
some considerable time as to the progress he has made.

"Trish Immigration and the Canadian Church before the middle of the 
XIX Century, "' 


Article for the Canadian Church Historical Society. 


Irish immigration to what is now eastern and central Canada began 
with the seasonal movement of Irish fishermen to Newfoundland in the XVI 
century. Permanent contact was made in Nova Scotia in the XVIII century 
with the arrival of Irish settlers who had been previously established in north- 
ern New England. By the end of the XVIII century, the Irish formed an element 
in the population of the eastern provinces including Newfoundland. In the first 
half of the XIX century, numbers were largely increased! by Protestant immigra- 
tion in the 1820's and 1830's, and Roman Catholic in the 1840's and 1850's. The 
Irish brought with them the tradition of mutual assistance in the form of benefit 
societies, the forerunners of the present-day trade unions. The success of the 
National Schools in Ireland had a powerful influence on Canadian education, 
especially in the direction of uniform and graded textbooks. Finally, Irish 
immigration shaped the personnel and outlook of two of the Canadian churches, 
the Anglican, known significantly before 1869 as the United Church of England and 
Ireland, and the Roman Catholic.

The two papers dealing with Lunenburg were supplementary: Lunen- 
burg was settled from Halifax in 1753, principally by Germans together with a 
few French and Swiss. It was the only successful effort made to carry out the 
plan of colonizing Nova Scotia with "foreign Protestants.'' Lunenburg developed 
as a farming area, and as a timber-cutting and ship-building centre. This 
character was established by the end of the XVIII century. The S.P.G. provided 
the Lunenburg settlers with religious and educational services from the beginning 
of the colony. The missionary clergy and schoolmasters used German, French, 
and English. Thus, they assisted materially in adapting the settlers to their new 
environment,

This is the first of a group of studies to be published on cultural and 
ethnic groups in Manitoba, sponsored by the Manitoba Historical Society. It 
presents the story of the historical background of the Ukrainians in Europe, and 
then describes the progress of the Ukrainian Canadians in agriculture, business 
and professional life of this country, their religious life, the "Ukrainian-Communist 
delusion, '" Ukrainian literature in Manitoba, their educational and recreational 
institutions and participation in public affairs, as well as their attitudes during the 
two world wars. There is also a chapter on Winnipeg, their "capital, " and chapters 
on the Ukrainian Canadian cultural pattern and the process of Canadianization. 


Professor Yuzyk puts forward the solution of gradual assimilation of 
ethnic groups so that persons may be given time to adjust themselves fully to 
Canadian life and at the same time make significant cultural contributions to it. 

The preservation and integration of the various folk-cultures of Canada can only 
result in a richer national life. Ukrainians in Manitoba cherish the words of Lord 
Tweedsmuir to the Ukrainian rural community of Fraserwood in 1936: ''I do not 
believe that any people can be strong untess they remember and keep in touch with 
all their past.... You will all be better Canadians for being also good Ukrainians. “

"Incidence of Serious Mental Illness in Western Ontario, 1950-1952, "' 


In the course of studying the incidence of serious mental illness in 
Western Ontario in the period 1950-1952 we have compared the first admission 
rates to mental hospital by age and sex of the Native born with those of Foreign 
born residents. Two groups of Foreign born were considered, those who had 
resided in Canada 5 years or less and those who had resided in Canada for more 
than 10 years at the time of admission to hospital.

"Mental Iilness Among Displaced Persons. "

Problems are considered which arise in the diagnosis and treatment 
of mental illness among those emigrating from the European continent to 
Manitoba in the years 1945 to 1952 inclusive. Approximately 25,000 immigrants 
came to Manitoba in this period and sixty of these have been admitted to the 
Winnipeg Psychopathic Hospital. From the data available it appears that the 
admission rate is not greatly different from that among non-immigrants. A 
statistical study has been undertaken concerning the types of mental illness 
encountered in this group. These are in keeping with the young and middle- 
aged groups involved, there being an increased incidence of Schizophrenia and 
a decreased incidence of Organic Psychoses. There was a noticeable lack of 
admissions for Psychopathic Personality Disorders or Alcoholism, More of 
the immigrant than the non-immigrant group required prolonged mental hospital 
treatment. Sixteen of the group or 26% had had previous incapacitating mental 
illness in Europe.

(A Study of a Program for New Canadian Girls. )" 


Unpublished Master of Social Work Thesis, University of Manitoba, June 1953. 


The purpose of this thesis is to discover some of the problems and 
attitudes of New Canadian girls which may affect their integration in Canada, 


Contents: 


The introductory chapters will deal with the reasons for undertaking 
the study as well as factual background material for the study itself. In the 
background material will be included regulations in the Immigration Act 
affecting the migration of persons to Canada. The ways by which the girls 
may come to Canada will be described i.e. as Assisted Passage Immigrants, 
through governmental or voluntary agencies; under private sponsorship; and 
by individuals paying their own passage before coming to Canada. 


A brief history of the New Canadian Program at the Winnipeg Y.W.C.A. 
will be given, indicating the trend in membership composition. The setting of 
the project will be outlined as the fieldwork placement of a second year student 
in the School of Social Work, University of Manitoba. The study period is from 
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the end of September 1953 to February 18, 1954. One hundred and twenty-nine 
letters of welcome were sent out to girls whose names appeared on the Assisted 
Passage Nominal Roll; the enrolment of the program was sixty-seven. The 
program is a lounge type, where people come and go between the hours of three 
o'clock and seven thirty o' clock. 


Methodology: indicating the number of girls chosen to participate in the 
questionnaire (approximately thirty), how the girls were chosen, how interviews 
were conducted, whether interpreters were used and how they were chosen, will 
be described. 


The study itself will deal with the contents of the questionnaire and any 
additional material arising out of the program which seems pertinent, 


Conclusions; 


The conclusions of the study cannot be stated at this time as the study is 
still in process, but concluding remarks drawn from the questionnaire and the 
program will be made.

While primarily concerned with the personality factors relating to 
the acquisition of venereal disease, the study analyzed the venereal disease 
repeater patient in considerable detail as to race, religion, home life, birth- 
place, etc. Studies were made in detail of fifty-two male and thirty-five 
female Vancouver Clinic repeaters compared to about two hundred non-repeaters 
at the same clinic. 


It was noted that there was no difference in the birthplace of male 
repeaters and non-repeaters, but in contrast, comparing the male population 
of the City of Vancouver to this group, it was found that the V. D. incidence 
was half of what would be expected in that group of individuals born in the United 
Kingdom and Eire. In all, male immigrants account for about one-quarter of 
all infections, 


In contrast, about ninety-five percent of female infections are found 
in Canadian born individuals, a large number of native Indians accounting for 
two-fifths of the repeater infections. Again the low incidence of infections in 
United Kingdom and Eire immigrants was noted. 


Broken homes, occupational instability, loss of religious affiliations 
associated with drug addiction, alcoholism and delinquency were noted as impor- 
tant factors in the background of the venereal disease repeater, This study seems 
to orientate the problems which might well be inherent in an immigrant that might 
predispose him or his offspring to become a social problem.
